Four days 
later ehe was towad out of Hongkong Barbour,

After 3 
years gpsat botwoeu the ports of Chinn and 
Japan, one is forced uv uckvowledge that, in the 
matter of the sampan service Hongkong is 
by far tho wors’ of ull, Owing prosamubly to 


the large uumber of naval officers and men |" 


using thesampans during, (ha doy und eveniag, 
the ocenpants of the sumpany earn enough 
varly in the day to satisty their neads. In 
consequence it is almost imporiible to get o 
sumpan after 9 o'clock p.m., tho difficulty 
incronsing every hone; aad it is not an 
exaggeration to state that many are kept waiting 
9 hous or more for uo sampan wo get off to 
a ship; to get a sumpas alongaids a ship ata 
lata Nour is even ‘more hopeless, It iy now 
10a.m.. und dfter hailing a sanapun for a quarter 
of un our, several being quite close and within 
call, 1 have bad to give up my ida of getting 
ashere. When hailed from the pier the person, 
in charye of the sampan oither refuson to budge 
until p targe number collect, or asks the name of 
tha ship to whivh itisrequicud to go, probable 
saying “ muehse far” and remaining at anchor. 
'The Poligsman at Marray Pier .svams quite 
uouble to assist one, ‘here would seem to be 
two remedies for the existing state of uffuirs, 
Ono is that tho men-of-warin the harbour shoud 
use the ship's boats exclusively if possible, the 
other that more direct control should be exertet 
over the sampars by the Polico authorities; s 
5 cents fare might be adopted, and tha regrula- 
tion fares in detail required Lo by posted up in 
each sampan.-—- Yours, ote., f .
